Senate  Studies 
Future  Projects 

Joe  Merrigan,  student  body 
president,  announced  that  the 
Student  Senate  has  started 
action  on  several  matters  of 
interest  to  the  entire  student 
body. 

The  first  of  the  actions  was 
the  formation  of  a  senate  com¬ 
mittee  to  investigate  and  set 
up  a  conference  of  student 
governments  from  various 
schools  within  the  state.  This 
will  be  an  exchange  of  ideas 
program  similar  to  the  con¬ 
ference  recently  held  at  East¬ 
ern  Illinois  University. 

The  second  problem  that  the 
senate  is  investigating  is  the 
possibility  of  a  pre-final  study 
day  which  would  give  the  stu¬ 
dents  a  full  day  of  study  be¬ 
fore  the  tests  started. 

Student  discipline  is  the 
third  field  of  study  now  under 
consideration  -in  the  senate. 
The  old  probationary  action  is 
being  partially  discarded  and 
a  trend  toward  a  less  stringent 
form  of  probation  is  being  pro¬ 
claimed. 

“These  actions,”  comment¬ 
ed  Merrigan,”  are  in  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  organization.  They 
should  be  of  vital  interest  to 
every  member  of  the  campus 
community.”

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VOTING  AND  CAMPAIGNING 
REGULATIONS 

1.  Campaigning  begins  at  7:00  a.m.  Wed.  March  21,  and  ends 
4:00  p.m.  Friday,  March  23. 

2.  Outside  signs 

A.  Signs  may  only  be  attached  to  the  ground  (not  to 
buildings,  trees,  or  painted  on  sidewalks,  etc.). 

B.  Signs  may  not  exceed  60  sq.  ft.  of  display  area. 

C.  There  may  be  two  signs  60  sq.  ft  in  display  area. 

1. — classroom  building 

2. — administration  building 

D.  Positions  will  be  drawn  for  the  Ad.  and  Cr.  Buildings. 

3.  Inside  Signs 

A.  Inside  signs  for  senators  are  to  be  made  by  the  class 
secretaries. 

1.  One  sign  per  class  with  all  nominees  listed  in  al¬ 
phabetical  order  (Senatorial  candidates). 

2.  The  sign  is  to  be  3  x  4  feet. 

3.  Pictiures  piay  be  used  on  the  signs  (3  x  5  or  less). 

B.  Additional  indoor  signs  will  be  as  follows: 

1.  Presidential 

2.  Vice-Presidential 

3.  Union  board  chairman 

These  signs  will  be  made  by  the  organizations  back¬ 
ing  the  respective  candidates.  These  signs  will  rotate 
as  follows: 

1.  Ad.,  UB.,  Cr. 

2.  UB.,  Cr.,  Ad. 

3.  Cr.,  Ad.,  UB. 

8  X  10  or  less  pictures  may  be  used  on  the  signs.  Signs 
will  be  3  X  4  feet  dr  less. 

C.  No  other  stationary  indoor  signs  may  be  displayed 
by  any  candidates. 

D.  Inside  signs  will  rotate  with  not  more  than  one  per 
slate  in  any  budding  at  any  time. 

4.  Individual  Campaign 

A.  Lapel  cards  will  not  exceed  20  sq.  in. 

B.  These  will  be  of  the  printed  on  paper  type. 

5.  No  vehicle  shall  be  stopped  or  stalled  for  more  than  one 
minute  on  campus. 

6.  No  handouts  of  food. 

7.  No  novelty  handouts. 

8.  No  dispensing  of  materials  on  campus  by  mechanical 
means  that  cannot  be  easily  removed  by  the  organization. 

9.  One  loud  speaker  system  will  be  permitted  per  slate  on 
the  day  of  election  between  classes.  It.  will  start  at  7:50 
a.m.  and  end  4:00  p.m.  Friday. 

These  shall  be  of  the  mobile  type  only. 

10.  Sponsors  will  be  present  at  the  counting  of  the  ballots. 

11.  Senate  shall  meet  before  the  counting  of  ballots  for  a  re¬ 
view  of  decrepancies  of  rules.  They  will  meet  at  4:00  on 
the  day  of  election. 

12.  Signs  will  be  okayed  by  a  special  committee  of  the  senate, 
and  lapel  cards  will  be  checked  before  day  of  campaign. 

13.  Thursday  night  before  the  day  of  election  all  discrepancies 
shall  be  reviewed  by  senate  at  an  open  meeting.

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Eariham  Plans 
New  Approach 
To  Naf  I  Issues 

Deciding  not  to  consider  po¬ 
litical  issues  as  a  body  under 
its  present  structure.  Student 
Senate  on  the  campus  of  Earl- 
ham  College  recently  created 
a  committee  to  investigate  the 
possibUity  of  setting  up  an 
organization  to  handle  off- 
campus  issues. 

'The  resolution;  “Its  is  the 
opimon  and  interpretation  of 
the  1961-62  Senate  that  the 
Senate  should  encourage  the 
education  and  stimulation  of 
opinions  of  the  Eariham  Sen¬ 
ate  is  not  the  proper  bo^  to 
hand  down  approval  or  disap¬ 
proval  of  a  controversial,  far- 
reaching  topic  because  of  the 
representative  assumption  in¬ 
volved  in  a  decision  of  this 
type.” 

Commenting  on  the  discus¬ 
sion,  President  Landrum  Bol¬ 
ting  spoke  to  the  Senate  of  a 
new  idea  that  occorred  to  him. 
He  suggested  that  Eariham 
tend  a  busload  of  students  to 
Washington  as  an  “educational 
pilgrimage”  to  question  gov¬ 
ernment  officials  on  political 
issues.  This  plan  would  show 
student  concern,  but  would 
not  offer  a  “wrapped-np  solu¬ 
tion.”  It  would  be  a  “demon¬ 
stration”  showing  diversity, 
since  all  views  would  be  rep¬ 
resented. 

President  Bolling  spoke  of 
his  “sense  of  unease”  about 
political  activity  of  student 
organizations.  He  said  that 
“professional  youth  leaders” 
sometimes  manipulate  groups 
to  back  issues  they  don’t  .un¬ 
derstand.  He  disputed  the  “po¬ 
litical  witness-taking  approach 
to  potiticaL  education.”

A  new  addition  to  the  lA 
Building  is  being  utilized  this 
semester  by  the  recently  in¬ 
stalled  Graphic  Arts.  The  ad¬ 
dition  covers  approximately 
2,000  square  feet  of  floor 
space. 

'The  Industrial  Arts  dept,  is 
offering  an  introductory 
course  at  this  time,  but  plans 
for  expansion  include  a  sec¬ 
ond  course.  Taught  by  Mr. 
Peter  Jackson,  this  basic 
course,  I A  60,  deals  primarily 
with  work  in  lithography.  Ad¬ 
ditional  instruction  includes 
gravure,  silk  screen  and  book 
binding.  The  students  enrolled 
in  this  course  have  access  to 
two  power  and  hand-fed  press¬ 
es  and  various  other  types  of 
equipment. 

The  jobs  in  the  area  of  lith¬ 
ography  are  in  preparation  for 
learning  the  aspects  of  off-set 
work,  which  is  quite  important 
in  the  printing  industry  today. 

This  type  of  work  is  new  at 
Northwest  Missouri  .State  Col¬ 
lege,  but  there  seems  to  be  a 
great  deal  of  interest  and  en- 
thusiam  displayed  by  the  stu¬ 
dents.  Although  the  field  has 
not  been  offered  previously,  it 
is  an  accepted  Industrial  Arts 
type  of  work. 

The  work  done  by  the  stu¬ 
dents  is  done  purely :  for  in¬ 
structional  purposes,  rather 
than  for  production. 

At  a  later  date  thd  Graphic 
Arts  Division  will  add  equip¬ 
ment  so  that  students  interest¬ 
ed  in  camera  work  and  devel¬ 
oping  room  techniques  may 
receive  instruction.
